INFORMATION ON TIME LIMITS FOR ENTERING THE NATIONAL PHASE

(57) Abstract: A silicon single crystal wafer which is improved in a slip resistance 
at a portion where a CZ silicon single crystal wafer to be heat-treated contacts a heat- 
treating boat, and which is obtained by a very simple and low-cost method. The sil- 
icon single crystal wafer is obtained by pulling up, under a condition that an OSF 
ring region is formed at the outer peripheral portion of a silicon single crystal rod, the 
silicon single crystal rod that is grown by a Czochralski method, whereby at least a 
portion, where the silicon single crystal wafer contacts the boat, consists of the OSF 
ring region at heat treating. 
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
